W ASHINGTON—Defense has sent to Congress its pro- 
posal to pay an equal uniform allowance to all newly com- 


missioned officers and warrant officers. 


The only two groups excluded 
from the bill are service academy 
graduates and NROTC graduates— 
both of whom have their educa- 
tions subsidized by the govern- 
ment. 

The bill would be retroactive to 
Jan. 1, 1953. Officers commis- 
sioned since that date who received 
no uniform allowances would be 
able to collect $300.

That means 
these Reserve officers have been 
getting an allowance since 1953 
while the Regulars get nothing.

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Cordiner Revisions Needed 


T THE RISK. of seeming tedious, we would like to con- 

tinue our comment on the Cordiner Committee’s pay 
proposals by belaboring a couple of points that appear to 
need more emphasis. 

Of real concern to most people in service, we feel, is 
the fact that no provision has been made for a general pay 
raise. Perhaps key technical and combat men do merit in- 
centive pay of some sort; this does not mean that others 
haven't the duty to maintain their families at a decent 
standard. Yet the Cordiner group’s proposals seem to imply 
that thousands of serv’'cemen and their families ought to be 
willing to bear financial hardship in the sweet name of 
patriotism. 

In his economic report to Congress a few weeks ago, 
President Eisenhower made this point: Stated in terms of 
1956 prices and based on the gross nat’onal product, the in- 
dividual U. S. output has gone up 19 percent between 1946 
and 1956. Since service pay scales were overhauled in 1949, 
the dollar has been inflated 18 percent, according to the 
official government index. Most servicemen have received 
two adjustments in pay and allowances for inflation. These 
amounted to-14 percent. 

It would thus appear that while the average American 
family is 19 percent better off, the average service household | 
is four percent worse off. To bring them up to par would 
require a general pay raise of about 23 percent. 

Last week, we had a great deal to say about the Cordiner 
proposal to do away with longevity pay, substituting for it 
a short series of in-grade raises. A saving clause in the 
proposal protects a man from any immediate loss of pay on a 
subsequent promotion. But there is no way in which many 
of them—chiefly lower-ranking officers with years of serv- 
ice behind them—can avoid losing money from the time 
they’re next promoted and through retirement. 

This is brought about simply by’ the loss of longevity 
money. over a period of years. The fact that a person’s re- 
tirement pay may be based on either the present system or 
the Cordiner plan, whichever pays more, does not compen- 
sate the individual for the loss of longevity money. 

The Defense Department has been accused before now 
of breaching the contracts of service members in working 
many changes into the law during recent years. To avoid a 
similar charge in this case, it might well consider extending 
its saving clause to include future promotions and years of 
service for all people on active duty at the time, and if, the 
Cordiner proposals become law. 

Another area wherein lies potential injustice is in the 
granting of an active duty pay supplemental. Higher rank- 
ing officers would draw this money while they remained on 
active duty, but it would not figure, in computing their re- 
tired pay. 

This, in effect, breaks faith with retired officers, who 
have always expected their pay to be adjusted with the’ active 
duty rates. While a pay raise for officers in the higher 
grades certainly is needed, should it be brought about at the 
cost of reducing the percentage of the colonel’s retired pay? 

A full colonel drawing 75 percent retired pay after 30 


years’ service now gets only 61 percent of his active duty pay | 


and allowances. A master sergeant drawing 75 percent re- 
tired pay after 30 years is now getting only 55 percent of 
all his pay and allowances, assuming two dependents. 

When the advantage of having his allowances tax free 
on active duty is computed, we find the colonel is actually 
being paid only. 56 percént of his true active duty income, 
and the master sergeant only 48 percent, after 30 years’ 
service to their country. 


Certainly the supplemental pay feature should not be 
allowed to worsen the relative position of the retired soldier.

It May Be Better 
Not to Retire Yet

Complicating the question was 
the fact that he had found a good 
government job in which he’d have 
to forego retired pay, since the 
Civil Service pay would exceed the 
legal’maxiftium of $10,000. 

Men retired under Title II can- 

not draw more than $10,000 in 
combined retired and Civil Service 
pay, though there is no dollat limit 
on what they ¢an draw in Civil 
Service pay, if they give up retired 
pay. 
..To this phone-caller, I said—as 
I would say to any Reserve officer 
on active duty who has qualified 
for retirement: 

“You don’t have to retire, just 
because you are eligible. Stop and 
study your own situation. If you 
can afford not to retire, that is, if 
you can get a job paying enough 
to live on as you wish to, chances 
aré that you'll be better off if you 
wait. 

“If on release from active duty, 
you can line up a position with a 
Reserve unit so that you can qual- 
ify for drill and training pay, you 
have an income from this alone of 
between $1000 and $3000 a year, 
depending on your grade—captains 
getting the lower figure, generals 
the higher, in units with 48 paid 
drills and two weeks’ active duty 
for training each year.

[VE been accused of being “un- 
fair” to many in the Army when 
I wrote three weeks ago: 

“Some of the Army’s best have 
béen ‘burned’ because they spoke 
out. The result, it seems, has been 
that now the letter of the law 
against speaking freely and with- 
out ‘clearing’ remarks all the way 
up through top-level Defense offi- 
cial is being followed. 

“Army officials argue that this is 
proper. ‘We are obeying the rules,’ 
they say. 


“Maybe this makes somebody in| . 


the Defense Department, the Bud- 
get Bureau, the White House or 
the Congress happy. But it makes 
the Army’s own members unhappy, 
and those who want to respect the 
Army wonder.” 

My point is this: 

The spirit of the law and the let- 
ter of the law are not always the 
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same. It is possible to interpret 
regulations to allow greater free- 
dom. 

This the Army is not doing. Like- 

wise, in information, the Army is 
too often involved in—to use a mil- 
itary analogy—blocking actions. 
» When someoné does speak out, 
his remarks are like a break- 
through. There is no flank protec- 
tion. ‘The individual finds himself 
a spearliead out in unknown terri- 
tory. He gets cut off, chopped up 
—“burned” as I put it above. 

Instead, it seems to me, the Army 
should be constantly putting out 
new information in small doses, 
constantly enlarging by limited at- 
taek thé area in which its members 
are free to speak. Then when one 
of its members wants to speak out, 
he cah assemble all that has been 
said, add’a little that’s new and 
come up with something that adds 
to*the available information with- 
out his being isolated and obvious. 

This approach might lose some 
of the shock value of dramatic 
news releases; but it will make the 
Army’s. position, accomplishments, 
‘and ~ actions better known to a 
greater number of people, includ- 
ing its own members,

The measure carries a two-year 
time limit and the service secre- 
taries were given no authority to 
keep renting substandard units 
past the time limit. 

As Defense originally proposed 
the bill, it would have had a four- 
year limit and the secretaries could 
have excepted from this limit units 
in shortage areas or declared sub- 
standard for size alone. 

These discretions were cut out 
by the committee. 

Mr. Bennett, Armed Services 
chairman Carl Vinson (D., Ga.) 
and others who spoke in behalf of 
the measure stressed that it would 
force Defense to demolish or im- 
prove these substandard units. This 
would bring up the whole level of 
service housing, they said. 

Mr. Bennett, the author of the 
bill, has been fighting for its pas- 
sage for four years. He said on 
the floor “It is anticipated that 
the Department of Defense will 
support the House version (of the 
bill) in the Senate and that the 
probabilities are good this year 
that the law can be enacted.” 

Last year, the measure failed be- 
cause Defense had insisted on a 
more liberal bill in the Senate.

of the aspects of a jerry-built 
structure as it has been tinkered 
with, amended piecemeal, and 
patched over the years. 

Of course, many individuals, 
scanning the provisions recom- 
mended for his current grade, will 
find that his pay scale would stay 
in status quo, while ethers in- 
crease.

I note a recent letter from a 
young man who asks if the gener- 
als’ pay is not raised, will they 
really, really, leave the Army? 
The answer is—probably not, son, 
although they have long been ap- 
preciably underpaid. But what 
matters most is this: if generals’ 
pay is not raised, how many more 
younger men, who will have to re- 
place the generals some day, will 
stay in the Army? 

Career attractiveness is not a 
matter only of making pay and 
conditions attractive at the begin- 
ning of a career, but also of how 
attractive those conditions are at 
the end of a career... 

If all the emphasis is on pri- 
vates and second lieutenants (and 
bless them all!), but also if it is 
fashionable to sneer at and under- 
pay generals (a favorite activity of 
those who could never qualify as 
one), a bright young man may well 
conclude that he wants no part of

FORT LEE, Va.: Week after 
week, I have read letters to the 
editor in Army Times concerning 
the grade standstill in promotions 
to E-6 and E-7. Thus far, no one 
has come up with a reasonable 
solution to this problem. 

I have a suggestion which could 
solve this difficulty. At» present, 
longevity is paid for prior. Nation- 
al Guard time but this time is not 
credited toward retirement. If a 
bill were passed which allowed 
National Guard service prior to 
1941 to be included in the 20-year 
retirement time, I am certain that 
many first two graders would take 
advantage of this to retire imme- 
diately. This could, of course, be 
optional, : 

At first. glance, this might seem 
to cost the Army more money in 
all the additional retirement pén- 
siens it would be paying. But ac- 
tually, the only men who would 
be eligible to rétise would be ca- 
reer men who have, in any case, 
only a few mere years Regular 
Army time to put in toward retire- 
ment and who would certainly oth- 
erwise complete this time. 

The Army thus saves the differ- 
ence between present pay and re- 
tirement pension on these men for 
the next few years since almost 
certainly, in most cases, they would 
serve out their time toward retire- 
ment. 

I am only one among many of 
the first two grades who have over 
20 years’ time, including National 
Guard service. I joined the Guard 
in May 1936, but, as regulations 
stand, while I receive “fogey” pay 
for over 18 years, I have only .16 
years toward retirement. 

My rating is (E-6) in grade eight 
years...I1 would accept: a 20-year 
retirement. now because as things 
stand I seé no prospect of promo- 
tion to the frozen master sergeant 
rating within the four years I have 
left. 

My retirement, on the other 
hand, would alleviate the situa- 
tion by opening a rating for some 
sergeant who.has béen in grade a 
long’ time, is*eligible for promo- 
tion; But is held back by the exist- 
ing “no vacancies” situation.

Odds Against U.S. Supremacy in ‘Space’ Race

While we-occupy ourselves with 
threats and rumors of war on the 
surfece, or at least within the 
atmosphere, of this et Earth, 
we are again ed that the 
scope of future conflicts may ex- 
tend to outer space—and not so far 
off in the future, either.

Bernard A. Schriever of the US. 
Air Force made a speech at San 
Diego before the First--National 
Symposium on Astronzutics—that 
is, space travel. 

General Schriever is the officer 
in charge of the Western Develop- 
ment. Division

That may 
sound like a 
routine and hot 
particularly ex- 
citing assign- 
ment. About as 
unexciting 
as “Manhattan 
District” - would 
— sounded a 

ew years ago. ' 

But the Men- — 
hattan District of the Army’s 
Corps of Engineers is the organiza- 
tion which developed the atomic 
-bomb. And the Air Force’s West- 
ern Development Division is now 
hard at work on America’s first 
military venture in space-flying 





weapons—the Atlas  intercontin- 
ental ballistic missile (ICBM).

“IN THE LONG haul,” warned 
Generel Schriever, “our safety as 
a nation may depend on our achiev- 
ing ‘space superiority.” We should 
be spending a certain fraction of 
our national resources to insure 


that we do not lag in obtaining 
space supremacy.” 

With respect to the future em- 
ployment of space-traveling wea- 
pons; he went on: “We-are some- 
what in the seme position today as 
were military planners at the close 
of the first World War when they 
were trying to anticipate the em- 
ployment of aircraft in future 
a Nag 
All of which needs some very 
hard thinking through. 

Certainly, offhand, we'd all 
agree, with General Schriever that 
the United States must iry to seize 
and maintzin the lead in the devel- 
opment of space weapons. ‘ 

But can we depend on keeping 
any lead we may now have or get? 

‘We found air superiority a fleet- 
ing advantage, subject to many-ups 
and downs. We finally established 
air superiority over the Germans 
chiefly by destroying the means by 
which they manufactured aircraft 
and produced fuel to operate 
them. Dependence on any such 
process in a war with space wea- 
pons and hydrogen bombs might 
leave us with very little to show for 
victory—even if we won it. ‘ 

We have also discovered tha 
dependence for our security on 
oux so-called “monopoly” of atomic 
»weapons was en illusion—a fleet- 
ing advantage indeed, one which 
lulled us into a sense of phony 
comfort from which we were very 
rudely awakened.

SURELY, THINKING of this 
world as it is—a little ball of mat- 
ter rolling along a preordained 
orbit in the vast reaches of inter- 
stellar space—it seems a little ridi- 
culous, perhzps even presump- 
tuous, to imagine that a group of 





people living on one small patch of 


President Eisenhower's proposal 
for bringing all ventures into outer 
space under international control, 
with the purpose of insuring that 
space-travel is used for peaceful 
scientific purposes and not to en- 
able one eerth-bound nation to 
destroy or dominate others. 


We could have done this with 
atomic weapons if we had started 
at the beginning, right after World 
land on the surface of this Earth- 
ball of ours can gain, or for long 
hold, anything that could possibly 
be described as “space suprem- 
acy”? 

Surely, once the means for send- 
irig weapons into outer space from 
one spot on the planet znd insuring 
their return to its surface at an- 
other spot have been developed, 
those means will in a very short 
time become the property of all 
who have reached the degree of 
scientific and technological _ pro- 
gress necessary to do the job. 

As with air power or with nu- 
clear bombs temporary advantages 
in technique and numbers mzy be 
gained, but unless these adyan- 
tages are used to wipe out the 
potential opponents they will not 
last long. 

Since we will not so employ any 
temporary advantage we gain and 
are faced with an enemy which is 
quite capable of doing so, the

Secretary of the Army Wilber 
M. Brucker’s letter continues to 
‘ignore the very crux of the con- 
troversy between the National 
Guard and the Army— that there 
are, as Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey 


of Selective Service-has testified, 
some 2 million young men in this 
country who have never been in 
military service and who are never 
likely to serve. 

Because of this huge number 
who are enabled to go about their 
civilian careers undisturbed, it is 
too much to expect that the ag- 
gressive, intelligent young men the 
Guard most wants to recruit will 
be willing to incur the very great 
competitive handicap imposed by 
six months’ absence from school or 
job. 
The antipathy of our youth to 
the present six-months program 
is indicated by the experience of 
the one National Guard division— 
the 49th Infantry of California— 
which has made the program man- 
datory. Since it first began to im- 
pose the six-months’ obligation as 
a condition of enlistment, the 49th 
has suffered a net loss of over 500 
men, and this even before the en- 
tire division was under the plan. 

The “advantages” Secretary 
Brucker proposes to assist the Na- 
tional Guard are, as I pointed out 
in my testimony before the Brooks 
Subcommittee Feb. 18, purely il- 
Jusory.

How- 
ever, the National Guard and the 
Army Reserve present a different 
problem. 

The only acceptable solution to 
this training problem which has 
thus far been advanced is the one 
proposed by the Army. This pro- 
posal is to require all future en- 
listees in the National Guard and 
Army Reserve to take six months 
active duty training. Six months is 
by no means an erbitrary figure 
but was arrived at only after the 
most detailed analysis of the mob- 
ilization requirements of our re 
serve forces. 


The six months period is essen- 
tial to give all soldiers in the re- 
serve components individual train- 
ing, and some unit training so that 
they will return to their reserve 
units in their home areas prepared 
to fit into the military organization 
as a useful member of the military 
team. The local commander will be 
freed from the present require- 
ment to train individuals in vary- 
ing stages of basic subjects and 
can concentrate his efforts on rais- 
ing the level of unit training to the 
point required by its mobilization 
mission. 

Specifically, this program hes 
the following merits: It complies 
with Public Law 51 which states 
that a soldier must have four 
months basic survival training be- 
fore being sent overseas. It gives 
additional time to permit basic 
unit training for our combat 
soldiers and extended specialist 
training for individual technicians,

| Strength Drops 


Below Million 


WASHINGTON. — The Army is 
one million men (and wom- 
en) in strength, 

The Defense Department this 
week released its monthly report 
on strength and recruiting figures. 
It shows thet between November 
30 and December 31, the Army had 
a net loss-in strength of 10,077 
men. 


Result was that on December 31, 
the Army’s strength stood at 992,- 
290 men. 


During December, according to 
the preliminary reports on which 
this Defense announcement was 
based, the Army enlisted 3313 new 
members, took in 16,601 through 
the draft, accepted 1333 Reservists 
called to active duty and reenlisted 
6930 men. 

During this same period, the 
Army released through discharge, 
retirement, trensfer te the Re 
serve, or otherwise 38,254 men. 

Because of the holiday season, 
the Army’s reenlistments were low, 
its releases high. Officials have 
said that they expect to show in 
their January report the reenlist- 
ment of men who didn’t reenlist 
immediately. 

The “final” figures, which show 
reenlistments other than immediate 
ones, aren’t reported to Defense 
for 90 days. Thus the figure that 
Defense showed includes only im- 
mediate reenlistments,

GREATEST CHANGE comes in 
the way Hercules will intercept its 
target.

Biggest criticism of Ajax was 
that it was a beam-rider. Control of 
the missile remained with ground 
radar at all times during its flight

Two radars are used in Ajax. One 
traces the missile, the other the 
target. Along the beam from 
ground to missile go signals from 
a computer, based on the informa- 
tion. about the target sent in by 
the target radar. These signals 
direct the course of the missile 
until it hits or misses.

THE HERCULES SYSTEM will 
be similar — thus its compatibility 
with the Ajax system—but the mis- 
sile will be released after it has 
come close to the target. Other 
missiles using this type of homing 
are normally released to self- 
guidance at from two to five miles | 
from the target. 

On release, the. internal radar | 
locks on the indicated target and 
the missile homes on it, with the

Critics of Ajax charged that the 
missile would be vulnerable to 
counter-radar devices and _ said 
that internal guidance was neces- 
sary to make the missile sufficient- 
ly accurate.

HERCULES IS apparently no 
longer than Ajax. However, it is 
heavier. Its speed is reported to 
be great enough for it to intercept 
any possible air-breathing plane 
or missile. 

It is thus not only an antiaircraft 
missile but an anti-missile missile. 
It is not designed, however, to 
intercept ballistic (rocket-powered, 
non-air-breathing) missiles.

Until recently, however, the 
range of ground radars for long- 
distance guidance have been 
limited to roughly 20 to 30 miles, 
along the ground (about 25 to 50 
miles in the air from radar site 
to target). 

According to these experts, it 
took a “major technological break- 
through” in radar research and 
development to permit longer 
range ground guidatice radar, 
which has now apparently been 
developed for Hercules.

AS HERCULES REPLACES 
Ajax in U.S: missile defenses over 
the next three to five years, protec- 
tion against attack of the U.S. by 
piloted aircraft is expected to be- 
come almost invulnerable. -Along 
with Hercules in this ground 
defense system, of course, will be 
such Air Force missiles as Bomare, 
and piloted Air Force interceptor 
planes: in the “century series”,

AS HERCULES and the new 
ground guidance system are instal- 
led in continental U. S. sites, Ajax 
and the present guidance equip- 
ment will probably be released to 
allied countries overseas and for 
mobile AA defenses of armies in 
the field. 

Together with Hawk, the Army’s 
unaninounced but widely reported 
missile against low-level attack, 
Ajax is expected to become the 
backbone of the area AA defenses 
of the Army in the field. 

Such defense will no longer rest 
with regiment and division. It will 
be handled by army and corps. 
Defense of troops in the field 
against missile attack will rest in 
mobility, camouflage, and attack 
against launching sites.

AMONG THE principal features 
will be: 

More than 200 exhibits of new 
equipment, methods and services 
designed to attract the professional 
and advanced amateur, snapshooter 
and moviemaker, in _ black-and- 
white and in color. Some will show 
modern photographic methods as 
well as equipment and how both 
are used in industry, science, med- 
icine, education, communications 
and the graphic arts. 

“Garden of Color,” the exposi- 
tion’s “theme center,” three-quar- 
ters cf an acre in afea, is featured 
by a towering web-like structure 
from which will float giant lighted 
color transparencies .in various 
shapes and sizes. At the. base are 
photogenic spots, a waterfall, a 
brook, a tree, etc., illuminated: ap- 
peopenately for picture - taking. 

hooting data will be provided. 

“Around the World on a Roll of 
Film,” will consist of 10 theatrical 
sets representing as many. coun- 
tries. The visitor may take pictures 
of his friends in a gondola (includ- 
ing gondolier), at a Paris sidewalk 
cafe (including painter and easel). 
under a Dutch windmill or in a 
Japanese garden. In addition, there 
will be dancers and other subjects 
in native costumes. An adviser on 
each set will supply shooting data. 

“Photography in the Service of 
Man,” a 400-foot exhibition showing 
how photographs are used in  in- 
dustry and business, in photojour- 
nalism, education, medicine, per- 
sonal life and in scientific research: 
The applications demonstrated will 
include motion studies, graphic 
arts, radiology, nuclear research 
and social history, "2 


The armed forces will have a 
large exhibit designed by the De- 
partment of Defense to show 
visitors the equipment, methods 
and work achieved by the various 
armed services, The F.B.I. will 
have a reconstructed section of 
its famous photolab, and a simu- 
lated wirephoto press room will 
demonstrate how photographs ar- 
rive by wire from around the 
world. 

Readers of this column already 
know about the exhibition of win- 
fers in The Army-Navy-Air Force 
TIMES contest in the Department 
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of Commerce. Among other prize- 
winning exhibitions will be “Young 
Europe,” the Graflex contest, the 
General Electric contest, Popular 
Photography’s contest, and a con- 
test sponsored by the Japanese pho- 
tographic industry. 

There will be open house at the 
National Archives Building, where 
visitors will see how photography 
is used in the preservation and 
duplication of valuable | records. 
“Image of America” at the Library 
of Congress will show in photo- 
graphs and Americana an illustrat- 
ed history of the United States 
from. 1839, to the. present. 

“How Photography is Used in 
Agriculture”, will be. the topic of 
the exhibition at the Department of 
Agriculture, where. two | realistic 
rural scenes with real animals will 
be set up for the benefit. of. city 
slickers with cameras. . 

There will be other items as prep- 
arations approach the deadline. 
The show will be open to the gen- 
eral public all 10 nights and four 
week-end afternoons, Admission 
will be 90 cents for adults, 35 cents 
for youngsters 16 and under.

SOME ADDITIONAL help from 
a reader, Capt. Frank N. Moyer 
(USAF), has come in the mail in 
answer to Warren A. Paulk’s flash 
problems (issue of Jan. 26). 

“Although the Contax is a focal 
plane camera,” Captain Moyer 
writes, “its shutter is rather unique 
in its operation. As you know, most 
focal plane cameras adjust the shut- 
ter speeds by creating a slit in the 
curtain. But the Contax adjusts 
its shutter speeds by varying the 
time of travel of two separate 
halves of its shutter, which travels 
from top to bottom, So in effect, 
the Contax shutter operates like a! 
camera with an ordinary shutter. 
That is, the lower half of the cur- 
tain drops, leaving ‘the lens open, 
and then the upper half drops to 
close off the light. This gives us 
open - flash type operation. Thus, 
says Zeiss, one is to use Class M 
bulbs at 1/25th second or Class F 
bulbs at 1/50th second. This way, 
the lower curtain drops, the bulb-

igniting pin protrudes from the 





back of the camera and fires the 
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bulb, and then the upper curtain 
drops. I have found that this 
knowledge eliminates completely 
my former trouble of having‘ only 
part of the image exposed. 


“Zeiss has since informed’ me 
that their 1955 models began to 
include a feature permitting addi- 
tional synch with focal-plane .bulbs 
from 1/100th to 1/1250th second. 
If Mr. Paulk used focal-plane bulbs, 
he was undoubtedly using a much 


slower speed.”

MAJOR A. C. GARVIN, Brown- 
wood, Tex., intimates in a letter 
to this department that he is not 
getting as’ much out of his Zeiss 
Contessa 35mm camera as: he had 
hoped and would like some help. 
Also, he wants to: get a flash at- 
tachment for the camera and a tele- 
photo lens. If he will write to Carl 
Zeiss, Inc.,.485 ‘Fifth Avenue, New 
York City, I am sure he will gét 
the help he needs, though he will 
be disappointed in the matter of 
the telephoto as the Contessa lens 
is fixed and not interchangeable 
with other lenses. 

Major James L. Taylor writes he 
is interested in landscape photog- 
raphy from the air. What is the 
type of equipmént necessary? Any- 
thing from a 35mm camera to a 
Speed Graphic has been used suc- 
cessfully. The techniques have been 
described. often in photographic 
magazines, and a booklet recently 
published by Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany goes into considerable detail 
on the subject. If you cannot find 
it in the camera stores, I suggest 
you write to Editorial Service Bu- 
reau, Eastman Kodak Company, 
343 State Street, Rochester 4, N.Y.

Key to the new system is a 
polaréid Land projection film which 
has a speed of 1000 (ASA equiva- 
lent). .

This action 
was taken in lieu of an appeal to the Supreme Court. 


The Tracy claim is that a Re- 
serve officer retiring for disability 
Should be retired in his higher 
Reserve permanent grade, rather 
than the grade in which serving on 
active duty at the time of retire- 
ment. The Court of ‘Ciaims held 
that he should. 

The government now contends, 


im its request for a rehearing, that | 


the codification law: changes the 
+ omg of the older retirement 
law, and that the individual can 
be retired in the in: 
serving on active duty. 

If the Court of Claims goes along 
with this legal contention and re- 
verses itself on the Tracy claim, 
it might well open the way to 
having all Reserve retirements, | 
either for disability under the Ca- 
reer Compensation Act or under 
Title I “% PL 810, reviewed. 

For example, Reserve officers re- 
tired and retiring, who have a Re- 
serve grade higher than that in 

they serve on active duty, 
are retired in the higher grade al- 
though no active duty may ever 
have been performed in the higher 
permanent grade. If the govern- 
ment is upheld in its new conten- 
tion, and this line of thinking is 
pursued, thousands of Reserve of- 
ficers could be . “downgraded” in 
their retirement with resultant loss 
of retired pay. 





Cadet Service 


Our story of Feb. 16 concerning 
the ‘latest ruling of the Court of 
Claims that cadet service at the 
Military Academy before Nov. 12, 
1918, would qualify officers for the 
75 percent retirement pay applied, 
of course, only to officers of the 
Regular services. 

Reserve officers whe retire for 
disability, and who performed ac- 
tive duty service before Nov. 12, 
1918, either as officers -or enlisted 
men, do qualify on the same basis 
as an officer of the Regular serv- 
ices, for 75 percent retired pay.

of young men who came to the 
Army of Occupation in Germany 
at the end of World War II. 

Pvt. Dunne of David Buckley's 
first novel was no case-hardened 
combat veteran, he was 18. He had 
“missed the war,” and arrived in 
Germany as a replacement, after 
the shooting had all stopped. He 
was as innocent and devoid of 
guile as a boy of eight .. . when 
he first arrived. 

What happened to this innocent 
young soldier thereafter is the tale 
here told, It is not a very pretty 
story, but it is something that 
happened to an awful lot of Ameri- 
can lads in those grim and hungry 
days of 1945, 1946 and 1947. Occu- 
pation duty tended to corrupt the 
occupiers more than it corrupted 
the occupied. This is nothing new, 
it has been happening as far back 
as the world has known about or- 
ganized warfare and what happens 
to the victors and the vanquished 
after the blood letting ceases. 

It is not a book reviewer's busi- 
ness to give away the meatiest part 
of a book. Like most really well- 
written books, this one has to be 
consumed and digested before the 
reader will fully appreciate its 
power and depth. 

In short, the scene is Germany 
in the winter of 1945. The char- 
acters are a group of American sol- 
diers in the occupation force. The 
story centers around Pvt. Dunne, 
and is presented through the eyes 
of ‘Ray Burton, who serves with 
Dunne and unwillingly witnesses 
the consequence of the decline of 
innocence of the young soldier, 
and his final destruction. 

As said earlier, this is author 
Buckley’s first novel. He is a young 
writer of sparkling talent. It is a 
safe assumption this will not be 
his last book, though he will have 
a high mark to shoot at if he tries, 
as he undaubtedly will try, to bet- 
ter this effort. :

Massachusetts 


(Another in a Series) 


YALUABLE infoi if and when 
you are stationed in Massa- 

chusetts: 

® Taxes—Include both personal 
property and income but service- 
men based in the state and resi- 
dents of other states will normally 
not be taxed. There is no sales tax 
but there is an excise tax on ve- 
hicles licensed in the state. 

® Schools—Children moving to 
Massachusetts are expected to have 
report cards, grade transcripts or 
other records of their school work. 
While the state has no_ specific 
residence requirement for gradu- 
ation from high school, local school 
systems may impose their own (a 
one year residence in the school 
district, for example), In some 
cases, school officials say, schools 
work out a cooperative arrange- 
ment with other states so that a 
student may be awarded the di- 
ploma of the school where he com- 
pleted most of his work. 

Servicemen who are residents of 
Massachusetts or who intend to be- 
come residents may get some fee 
concessions at state teachers coi- 
leges (not, University of Massachu- 
setts).

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A BC-PARAMOUNT, a comparatively new 

label, is releasing a good many jazz LPs 

of unusual interest, Of the most recent ones, 

.one of the best is by Quincy Jones (This Is How I 
Feel About Jazz, ABC-Paramount 149). ; 

Unlike a good many other young modern jazz- 
men known primarily as “arrangers,” Quincy Jones 
seems to have a deep appreciation of what makes 
jazz. In other words, his writing comes over as 
jazz music, not as something resembling, approxi- 
mating, or reminding you of jazz music, as is the 
case with many young contemporary arrangers, no- 
tably some who have gained a certain amount of 
fame because of their work for Stan Kenton. 

I think “Sermonette” on this album illustrates 
this point. Put simply, it is “modern,” if that's the 
word, and “down home” at the same time. The 
“feel” of the thing may remind you of standbys 
such as Sweethearts on Parade, Saints Go Marchin’ 
In, or even something not generally associated with 
jazz such as “Give Me That Old Time Religion,” 
and yet it is somehow distinctive. In any event, 
the jazz feel is appafent. With the help of some 
excellent muted horn by Art Farmer, Jones man- 
ages to fuse successfully “traditional” and “modern” 
jazz sounds, if keywords must be used. At this 
writing, I have played this track about ten times 
and it has not become stale yet, I don’t think it 
will, As Jones writes on the liner notes, “If you 
can forget your rules of ‘HIPology’ for a moment, 
I think you'll dig this tune,” 

“Evening in Paris," something quite different, 
also is well worth hearing. It may or imay not be 
great jazz, but it is certainly satisfying music. 

Four other tunes complete the album. Person- 
nel ranges from 15 to°nine pieces and the excel- 
lent trumpet playing of Farmer is much in evi- 
dence throughout. Vibes man, identified as 
“Brother Soul,” is probably Milt Jackson, at least 
it sounds like Jackson to me. The rhythm section 
is not my kind of rhythm section, but like a good 
many guitarists I am admittedly old hat on this 
matter. I prefer to hear ‘a section sound rather 
than a bass and cymbal separately. In any event, 
this is an album well worth hearing, Sidemen 
include such pros as Jimmy Cleveland, Urbie Green, 
Herbie Mann, Billy Taylor, Lueky Thompson, Charlie 
Mingus and Paul Chambers.

Polaroid Trick Speeds 


Refugee Processing 


LONG ISLAND CITY, N. Y.—A combination of polaroid 


development and the photographic skill of men from the 2d 
Signal Platoon (Photo) was a contributing factor in the 
‘ speedy processing of some 25,000 wn refugees dur- 
ing Project Mercy at Camp Kilmer, N Je 


Second Signalmen, based at the 
Army Pictorial Center, were wait- 
ing at Kilmer last Nov. 21 when 
the first refugees arrived. They had 
been assigned the mission of proc- 
essing id ioh cards for every 

ming man, woman and child. 


3 What would have been in the past 


a time-consuming operation using 
conventional ID cameras was han- 
died so speedily by the 2d Signal 
teams that each refugee was given 
his identification card, completely 
laminated, before he ‘left the ad- 
ministration building. 

A new. camera, the Feirchild 
Polaroid ID Camera F-301, made 
the difference. Equipped with a 
“stereo-tach” attachment, the cam- 
era makes two pictures of the sub- 
ject with each exposure on half a 
normal Poleroid print. A shift 
lever permits another exposure for 
the other half of the print. 

For Project Merey, four ID 
prints were required for each in- 








dividual. With the new camera this 
was simple: one exposure, lever 
shifted, another exposure and 60 
seconds later the four prints were 
stripped off, ready for mounting on 
the cards. 

In addition to the battery of 
Polaroid cameras set up by thé 2d 
Signal crew, two electronic lami- 
nating presses were in operation. 
The electronic type was used to 
eliminate the necessity for water 
for cooling purposes and, with the 
instantaneous Polaroid printing, no 
water, chemicals or laboratory was 
necessary.

WASHINGTON—If you made more than $600 last year, you’re going to have'to file 
a federal income tax return, and, if you’re smart, you will get your return in by the April 
15 deadline. Putting it off until after April 15 will cost you money; up to 25 percent 


of your tax.

* FERST, let’s take a look at what 
you must report on your return: 

You must report all active duty 
pay received in 1956, incentive 
pay for hazardous duty, special 
pay for dentists and physicians, 
diving pay, sea and foreign duty 
pay also must be reported. 

Also to be reported as income 
are: 

@ Retired pay, if retired for 
other than physical disability re- 
sulting from active service (with 
certain exceptions). 

® Pay of all cadets and mid 
shipmen, and ROTC retainer pay. 

@ Pay earned in officers’ clubs, 
post theaters, messes, and similar 
places. 

@ All money received for mile- 
age and per diem (however, actual 
travel expenses can be deducted) 

® Interest received on deposits 
of enlisted men. 

® Winnings from gambling 
must be reported. You can deduct 
loses only from your winnings. If 
you didn’t win at all last year, it’s 
your loss. 

If your former employer pays ex- 
tra money, even if it’s paid to your 
family, you have to report it as in- 
come. 

Prizes and awards are taxable ex 
cept when they are in recognition 
of religious, charitable, scientific, 
educational, artistic, literary or 
civic achievements. If that type of 
award required specific services to 
get it or required entry into a 
contest, then it’s taxable what you 
won in bingo, drawing and quiz 
games is also taxable. 

If you sold your house last year 
‘and made a profit on it, you have 
to report the profit as capital 
gains. But only one-half of the 
profit would be taxable. 

However, if you put all of the 
sale price back into the purchase 
of another honte, you: don’t have 
to pay any tax on any of the 
“profit.”

WHAT DON’T you have to re- 
port? Here is a list: 

You do not have to report what 
you received in 1956 as basic allow 
ance for quarters, nor do you have 
to report what you received as 
quarters, heat and light furnished 
in kind. : 

Also considered non-reportable 
as income are basic allowances for 
subsistence, rations furnished in 
kind to enlisted people, and ‘the 
eee to the government for trans: 
: ation of dependents and furni 
ture. 

Neither do you have to report: 

The death gratvity (six months’ 





pay: to beneficiary of a deceased 
officer or enlisted person). 

Personal money allowances re- 
ceived by three and four-star gen- 
erals and admirals. 

Mustering-out pay. 

Money received by military at- 
taches under an allotment for 
maintenance and official entertain- 
ment. 

Money received from a life in- 
surance company as the result of 
somebody’s death. 

The first $50 of dividends re. 
ceived from og domestic cor- 
porations. If a husband and wife 
own stock together, and they are 
filing a joint return, they can de- 
duct the first $100 of dividends. In 
most cases, the distributing com- 


‘|pany will tell you whether its 


dividends fall into this category. 


Post and cost-of-living allow- 
ances for government employees 
stationed outside the United States 
do not have to be reported as in. 
come. 

Scholarships are not reportable 
as income, unless they represent a 
return for such work as teaching 
or research. 

Earnings of an “unemancipated” 
son or daughter do not count as 
the parents’ income. However the 
child has to file a return if he or 
she made as much at $600.

VETERANS bonuses or compen- 
Sation, federal or state, do not 
have to be reported. 

You do not haye to report 

claims by the Foreign Claims 
Settlement Commission, including 
payments to former prisoners of 
war. 
“Amounts received under the 
World War Il or Korea GI Bill are 
not considered income, and don’t 
have to*be reported. 

The retired pay of servicemen 
retired before Oct. 1, 1949, for 
physical disability resulting from 
active service is generally not sub- 
ject to income tax. 

But this is a tricky. deal, so if 
you fall into this category, better 
consult page 9 of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts booklet on income taxes 
dated Nov. 15, 1956. 

Uniform gratuity or clothing al- 
lowances paid to officers, nurses or 
enlisted personnel do not have to 
be reported. Nor do enlisted men 
have to count government-furnish- 
ed uniforms as income, 

Taxpayers who were sick in 1956 
get a break from the government. 
If you were sick for at least seven 
days, or if you were seni to the 
hospital at least one day, the bay 
you received during your absence 
from work is excluded from in 
come. 

When you are sick, you start 
ccunting lost time after the first 
seven consecutive days away from 
the job. If you were injured during 
the year’, you can exclude all of the 
salary you received while you miss 
ed work because of the injury 

The limit on this gimmick is $100 
a week. Since the services base 
their pay on a seven-day week, serv 
icemen can deduct up to $14.28 
per day, if they make that much. 

Claims for sickness deductions 
should be accompanied by papers 
from your superior and from the 
medics. t 

Gifts don’t have to be reported 
as income. But if the gift is income: 
producing property, or if the gift 
is of income from property, it is 
considered income. and you have to 
report it.

THERE ARE scores of deduc- 
tions you can make on your return. 
And the more you make (legally), 
the less you will have te pay in 
taxes. 

i. For ‘each dependent, including 








yourself, you can deduct $600 from 
your adjusted gross income. 

You can deduct the cost of in- 
signia. The cost of all items of in- 
signia of rank and corps, including 
gold lace and devices on the uni- 
form coat, black braid, collar de 
vices, shoulder marks, chinstraps. 
cap devices and the excess cost of 
a cap for officers of commander's 
(lieutenant colonel) and above 
which is attributable to the gold 
— on the visor, are all deducti- 

e. 

Also deductible are the cost ‘of 
campaign bars, wings, swords, full- 
dress belt, undress belt, epaulets, 
and aiguilets. . 

The entire amount of mess bills 
afloat paid by Navy officers are de- 
ductible for the period the ship is 
away from home port. 

You can also deduct travel ex- 
penses if it comes under official 
orders and expenses involved in 
collecting rents and _ royalties, 
which includes interest, taxes, re- 
pairs agd depreciation: 


Deductible losses include money 
lost on the sale or exchange of 
capital assets. Houses in which you 
live, and personal automobiles, do 
not come under this category. But 
if you own a house which is earn- 
ing money for you, and you sell it 
at a loss, the los can be deducted 
from your gross income. 

In the same way you can deduct 
from gross income all loans which 
are determined to be worthless 
during the past year. You have to 
prove that you tried to collect the 
debts, and that you obviously can- 
not collect, beforewou are allowed 
to deduct bad loans.

DONATIONS to such funds as 
the Community Chest, or any out- 
fit organized and operated exclu 
sively “for religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary or educational 
purpose, or for the prevention ot 
cruelty to children or animals are 
deductible.” This includes the Red 
Cross, USO, YMCA, the Salvation 
Army: and college endowment 
funds.

You can deduct contributions to 
organizations of war veterans and | 
their auxiliaries, provided nobody | 


in the organization makes any 
money out of it. Fraternities and 
lodges which use their funds for 
purposes listed in the preceding 
paragraph also fall into the “de. 
ductible” category. So do contri- 
butions to non-profit cooperative 
cemeteries. 

You cannot deduct more than 
20 percent of your adjusted gross 
income for charity contributions. 


But you can go as high as 30 per | 
cent if the additional ten percent | 
represents contributions to church | 


groups and tax-exempt hospitals 
and educational institutions.

You cannot deduct contributions | 


to organizations which carry on 
propaganda, or which try to influ: 
ence legislation. 

Private gifts, such.as charitable 
handouts to relatives, also are not 
deductible. . 

Some forms of interest and taxes 
are deductible,.others are not. For 
example, interest paid on personal 
loans can be deducted. So are the 
carrying charges on your television 
set, washer and automobile (limit: 
ed to six percent of the unpaid bal. 
ance during the year). 

Interest paid “as an accommoda 
tion on an obligation of another” 
is not deductible. 

Most non-federal taxes are de- 
ductible. These include poll taxes, 
state and local income taxes, per- 
sonal property taxes, state and 
local real estate taxes, automobile 
license fees, driver’s permits, 
local’ sales’ taxes, state. and. tucal 
use taxes, and state, local territory

and District of Columbia gasoline 
taxes.

Most taxes imposed on Ameri- 
eans by a foreign country are de- 
ductible. . 


MOST FEDERAL taxes are not 
deductible. These include federal 
income taxes, and taxes on club 
dues, admissions, transportation, 
phone calls and telegrams, import 
duties and the social security you 
have to pay if you hired a maid. 

Also not deductible are federal 
elry, silverware, 
watches, clocks, furs, cosmetics, 
luggage, toilet preparations, cigar- 
ettes, liquor, beer, cars, refrigera- 
tors, sporting goods, radios, or the 
cost of dog, hunting and fishing 
licenses. 

The cost of uniforms are not de- 
ductible except by a reservist not 
an active duty. He cam deduct the 
cost of his uniforms to the extent 
that it exceeds his uniform allow- 
ances, because he has to maintain 
them in addition to his regular 
civilian clothing. But full-time 
servicemen do not get this break 
because “the uniform takes the 
place of civilian clothing and the 
cost thereof is a personal expense.” 

If you own a house and you got 
hit with an assessment for street 
improvements or sewers, or similar 
projects which improve the valie 
of your property, you cannot de- 
duct the assessment from your 
gross income. There is an out, 
under certain circumstances, so it 
might pay to inquire about your 
specific case. 

As a rule, medical expenses, in 
curred by the taxpayer and his 
family can be deducted after they 
exceed three percent of the ad- 
justed gross income. Deductible 
items include the cost of eye 
glasses;“hearing aids and dentists. 
You cafi deduct the cost of medi- 
cines in ‘excess of one percent of 
adjusted gross income, but you 
cannot deduct the cost of such 
items as tooth paste and toiletries. 
Travel expenses incurred while 
going to the doctor are deductible. 

The ache resulting from auto | 
mobile damage and other losses | 
can be relieved somewhat in your 





income tax return. In oe words, 


some losses are . 

You. can deduct losses resulting 
from damage to your car—to the 
extent not covered by insurance. 
You cannot deduct the cost of 
automobile da s if they result 
from your own “willful negligence.” 
Damages resulting from drunken 
driving are not deductible. —_— 

If you have a car pool, money 
paid by your drivers is not report- 


able as income if it merely covers - 


your expenses. 

You can deduct losses to your 
property resulting from fire, 
storm, shipwreck and theft, pro- 
vided they are not covered by in- 
surance. 

Military disbursing officers who 
had to replace shortages in ac- 
counts not due to negligence alse 
can deduct their losses. 

. 


YOU CANNOT deduct damage te 
household furnishings in moving, 
nor can you deduct fines and pen- 
alities, both civilian and military. 
Accidental losses, suc}: as the loss 
of a ring from a finger, are not 
deductible, nor can you deduct de- 
preciation in the market value of 
your stocks. 

Here is a list of miscellaneous 
items which can be deducted from 
your gross income: 

The expense of altering braid 
and devices on uniforms as a re- 
sult of getting promoted or busted. 

Alimony, in the form of periodie 
payments to a wife. The alimony is 
part of the wife’s taxable income. 
But under some cases, you can 
claim the children as dependents. 

Dues to professional societies of- 
ficers’ club dues can’t be deducted, 
such groups are not “professional 
societies.” 

Subscriptions to 
journals. 

Necessary expenses in earning a 
taxable income, ‘such as brokers’ 
fees and the cost of a safe-deposit 
box. 

You cannot deduct persona! liv- 
ing or family expenses, the cost 
of daily transportation between 
home and office. 

Also not deductible are the cost 
of moving and shipping household 
effects and the cost of transporta- 
tion of dependents.

in the Colorado Springs area. One 
and two bedroom units are avail- 
able immediately, three bedroom 
apartments and houses are avail- 
able in a couple of weeks — ex- 
cept during the summer tourist 
season. If y8u are reporting to 
Carson during the summer, the 
visitors’ bureau recommends that 
you precede your families. 

When the tourists aren’t flock- 
ing around, one bedroom apart- 
ments can be had for as little as 
$30 a month, as much as $80. Two 
bedroom apartments range from 
$50 to $130 a month. Three bed- 
room units cost as much as $175.

AT THE -BEGINNING of Feb- 
ruary, the Colorado Springs hous- 
ing situation looked like this: 

There were 393 furnished apart- 
ments available, of which five 
were thrée bedroom units, 72 were 
two bedroom units. There were 
99 unfurnished apartments avail- 
able, most of which were of two 
bedroom size. ‘Seven of these had 
three bedrooms, and they aver- 
aged around $100 a month. 

At the same time, there were 
139 furnished houses*available, of 
which 14 had three bedrooms, The 
three-bedroom size averaged $112 
a month, with some costing as 
much as $175. 

There were also 157 unfurnish- 
ed houses for rent, equally di- 
vided between two and three bed- 
rooms. They averaged under 
$100, but some cost. as much as 
$140 a month, plus utilities. 

Off-post trailer facilities are de- 
scribed as “ample,” with the costs 
running; from $15 to $35 a month. 
There is a waiting list for the 44 
trailer sites and 189 trailers in 
the .post trailer park. 

Newcomers can get plenty of 
specific help from the Military 
Housing Office, Chamber of Com- 
merce Building, 112% East Pikes 
Peak Ave., Colorado Springs, 
Colo. 

Officers can put up their fami- 
lies for not longer than five days 
in a guest house. The three guest 
houses for enlisted men _ limit 
occupancy to three days. 





Columbus General Depot, 
Ohio 
(THE depot’s PIO says houses 
in the Columbus area are 
“great in number, “small in size, 
generally.” Prices are about aver-

The depot has 35 sets of quar- 
ters for officers, none for EM.

Reason for this is two-fold. It 
must keep rdom for former officers 
who ‘hold permanent warrants as 
master sergeant who want to re- 
enlist to qualify for 20-year retire- 
ment. And it must maintain a 
“safety factor,” normally staying 
under authorized strength, in case 
there is another reprogramming.

The present sirength  pro- 
grammed for June 30 has stood 
firm now for two months, This is 
the longest since July 1t, 1956, that 
the Army has had a “firm” figure 
to work with. The enlisted grade 
structure was Yre-programmed on 
the average of once a month for 
the first six months of this fiscal 
year. 
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IN GRADE E-4, the third quar-| 
ter quotas, if used up entirely, will | 
bring the Army up to :its pro- 
grammed June 30 level. This as- 
sumes that no sergeants first class 
(or specialists first) will fail to re- 
enlist. Actually, the Army will | 
lose a number of these men. Thus, 
barring a re-programming, there 
will be vacancies. 

In grade E-5, the third quarter 
quota would put the Army over-| 
strength if it were not for losses 
expected. These losses can’t be} 
accurately predicted. Most will be| 
of men who have made sergeant | 
(or specialist two) in their first | 
three-year enlistment who decide | 
not to stay with the Army. 

The losses here also come from 
promotion to grade E-6. Between 
these two areas of loss, experience 
shows that the Army can expect | 
vacancies to result which will per- 
mit promotions during the fourth | 
quarter.

@ Six-month trainees who en- 
listed in either the Guard or Army 
Reserve under age 18% will have 
their obligations cut to three years 
of unit drill participation. 

® Certain specialists who enlist 
in the Guard after age 26 will not 
be required to undergo active duty 
for training.

J” rat readers have written asking how to purchase un- 
circulated U. 8. coins. Since the deadline for such pur- 
chase is rapidly approaching, it seems a good time to give a 


rundown on the rules. 

Uncireulated coins are offered 
from January through March 31 
of each year. A full set of the 
coins, of the previous year must 
be purchased, with a limit.of one 
set ellowed per buyer. 

The sets consist of two of each 
of the coins, other than commemo- 
rative and proof coins, struck at 
each of the mints. The set «this 
year is made up of two halves, two 
quarters, two dimes, two nickels 
and two pennies from the Phila- 
delphia mint; and the same coins 
—less the halves from the Denver 
mint. There was no coinage at San 
Frencisco in 1956. 

Face value of the coins is $2.64, 
postage is five cents, insurance 15c 
and handling charge 50c, for a 
total of $3.34. 

‘It is necessary to send for an 
application blank before the 
coins can be ordered. Applica- 
tion blanks are available from 
the Treasufer \of the United 
States, Cash Division, Washing- 
ton 25, D.C.

From overseas, Pfc Robert Cun- 
diff of the 143d Signal Co. reports 
he has a 50-cent piece dated 1825. 
Wants to know if it has any special 
value. “Retailers in this area offer 
the coin at eround $2.50. 

At MacDili AFB, Fla., S/Sgt. 
Robert L. Bates has an English 
half-farthing dated 1844. It is the 
size of a U.S. dime and is copper- 
colored. Sounds to-us like an item 
retailing for around 30 cents. 

An 1808 U.S. half-cent is the 

prize held by Lt. N. W. Darlington 
of McConnell AFB, Kans. He won- 
ders if anyone would like to buy 
it, if they wanted to in the Wash- 
ington erea, dealers would ask 
about three dollars, depending on 
the condition of the coin. 
“At Donaldson AFB, S.C., S/Sgt. 
John R. Austin has a number of 
coins he wants evaluated. Silver 
dollars dated 1878 and 1881 carry 
little or no prerhium in the. cur- 
rent coin market. An Indian-Head 
penny of 1898 would cost about 
15 cents. A one-dollar gold piece 
of 1855 would command about 
seven dollars, but only if in first 
cless condition. Sergeant Austin 
said his had been made into a pin. 
If the coin was damaged in the 
process, it will have lost any value 
from a collector’s standpoint. 

The sergeant also has a confed- 


erate two-dollar bill issued in 
1863. It is from Milledgeville, 
Ga., signed’ by J. H..Smith. and 


R. J. MeCerney, Sounds. like about 
a one-dollar retail item. 

J. L. Snelgrove of Great Falls, 
Mont. has a “misprinted dollar 
bill” hearing a blank streak 
through it. This is-just a defeetive 
item, that would have béen thrown 
out if it had.been spotted when 
going through the’ presses. The 
blank spot is probably. due to a 
crease in the paper. Main value
